Naval Activities Are Also Ad­

the North Sea. 


London, ^ug. 19.— Many rumors of 
Important occurrences in the theater 
of war have been flooding London in 
the [Kist twenty-four hours. 
Stories that Brussels has been in­ 
vested by the German army, that the 
forts at Liege were evacuated and 
dynamited by the Belgians and that 
the Austrians have suffered a severe 
defeat at the hands of the Servians 
reached here from unofficial sources. 
There was a significant silence as 
to the progress of the battle said to 
have been begun 
Monday near the 
historic field of Waterloo. 
“The French troops are in contact 
with 
the Germans in Belgium, but 
there is no important engagement to 
report, 
reads an official announce* 
; merit issued at the French embassy 
'in london. 
The reports of the dynamiting of 
the forts at Liege reached London 
from Rotterdam. 
The message says 
that the action of the Belgians was 
due to the arrival of Germany’s heavy 
motor batteries.

Brussels dispatch to the Mail 
says it is learned on the highest au­ 
thority that on Monday the Uege forts 
were holding out. 
They were cut off 
from the Franco-Belgian field forces

Naval Engagement Occurs. 


A naval engagement occurred early 
Tuesday morning in the North sea 
'IOO miles off Harwich, according to a 
dispatch from that port. 
The state­ 
ment was not confirmed by the official

bureau, 
which,

clared that a “certain liveliness is ap- 
jparent in the southern area of the 
North sea.” 
In spite of official assurances that 
the big battle has not begun there

HEAVY AUSTRIAN 
LOSSES CONFIRMED

Berlin, Aug. 19, via Copenhagen and 
London.— A series of statements on 
the Liege enigma is published from 
the headquarters of General Stein, ac­ 
cording to which French officers and

“It was impossible to protest against 
this,” General Stein says, “but after 
the war began this conduct had to be 
regarded as an infraction of Beflgian 
neutrality by France. 
We had to act 
with all speed and mobilized. 
Regi­ 
ments were sent to the frontier and 
marched on Liege. 
Six weak brigades 
on a peace footing, with some cavalry 
and artillery, took Liege. 
“The 
brigades 
were mobilized 
at 
Liege and there received as first re­ 
inforcement their own reserves. 
Two 
other regiments came later. 
Our mo­ 
bilization has just finished. 
Our ene­ 
mies 
thought that 
100,000 Germans 
were at Liege and, owing to difficul­ 
ties with the commissariat, were un­ 
able to advance. 
This, however, was 
a mistake. 
There was another reason 
for the pause. 
“Now the forward march can begin 
and our enemies will have an oppor­ 
tunity to convince themselves that the 
German force is well supplied with 
food and arms. The emperor has giv­ 
en the word not to sacrifice another 
drop of blood to capture the

“The enemy did not know our meth­
